Aldermanic proportions an easy manner, 
stood in the criminal dock of the Munici- 
pal Court to-day chargad with being a 
hotel beat. lie was dressed in a style 
becoming a man of fortune, and a pair 
of gold bowed eye-glasses adorned his 
nose. 
When arrested he offered to settle 


with the hotel aud pay the detective, but 
his eagerness to do so excited suspicion 
and he was held.

that Norton was one of the biggest swind- 
lers in the country and when his identity 
became known scores of his victims flock- 
ed to the court to see him. He has been 
a man of many schemes, most of which 
were on a gigantic scale, and out of them 
he and his family have lived in splendid 
style.

about the place was on a grand scale, the 
library alone being worth |20,000.

Lewis C. Lillie was indentifled with all 
his enterprises. 


Norton was born in Vermont, and set-

He published in

S3inblymia 
Gleison, A. S. Peasj, edi- 


tor of the Troy P,-eis • Judge Ingall s, J. 
M. Francis, of the Troy Tim-a, and 
other prominent men in tlia State. 
Nor- 


ton also published a pa-nphlet discussing 
Garfield's appointment for the office of 
Collector of the Port o f N e t v Y n i k and 
said in it that he had given $5000 to the 
campaign fund for distribution in Mijne, 
Indiana'and New York. 
* These publications ssrvjd a purpose 
later on and hj was regarded as a "bio 
gun" in Boston. Twoveirsago hs met 
Senator Ferry and his brother in .Michi- 
gan nud through a mining speculation 
secured $70.000 of their notes, which he 
soon negotiated, causing Ferrys to fail. 
Then he came Eist and projected an 
Ocean to ocean railroid scheme.

A 
few months ago Norton brought a suit 
against the city of Boston to recover for 
an infringement of a patent on the Kibbs 
patent valve used on fire engines. There

The ideal theory is that the Consul 


should not only do this, but that by his 
ability and character, and disposition to 
friendly services to the people among

An able and courteous Counsul can do 
jmch for his Government not onlymater-

But, although a necessary convention 
rules here, theie is nothing in it to jus- 
tify the [>rule of triumphant majorities, 
and the j retence that they represent, by 
the mere fact of their numbers, the na- 
tional SON ereignty. 
Majorities should be 


taught to comprehend that they are only 
a provisi >nal and feeble substitute for 
the universal will 
They should not be 


allowed t > persuade themselves that they 
necessari y represent truth and justice- 
And they should always remember that 
they weri a minority before they became 
a majority. It is a law of history that 
every tru j and progressive opinion was at 
first that of a single man, then that of a 
minority, before it became that of the 
largest number 
There are, then, great 


chances .hat the opinion of the future 
may be r< siding in one of the minorities 
that have been overcome by the majority, 
but in winch ' It is impossible to knot. 
The error that is passing away and the 
truth is c uniiig are both in a, minority , 
and it is precisely becnuso we have no 
sufficient criterion to distinguish tho 
dawn front the twilight that we content 
ourselves with the average opinion as 
offering tne least chances of error and the

LIVING »t MEXICO. 


In the city of M0*11,0 the palaces of the 


millionaires aud the cabins of tlits poor 
and squalid are bide by side , indeed, thev 
are frequently under the same roof, en- 
tered from diSerefft doors. 
In its two 


thousand miles of latitude, Mexico pro- 
duces all tup vegetables, fruits and grain 
of every zone—every edible thing from 
the equator to the poles, yet her people 
are the poorest fed I have ever known. 


She produces all articles of clothing— 


wool in endless abundance ; leather, cot- 
ton of every grade, hemp, linen, felt, 
lamie, and even silk—yet her peasantry 
are arrayed in soiled and tattered bag- 
ging, sufficient for the most prinii ive 
modesty 


Upon her plums sleeps cteinal summer, 


guaranteeing two and often three crops of 
the ceioals eveiy yeai, and both highland 
and lowland swarm with peons eager to 
work for eighteen to thirty cents a da). 
And food of all sot ts is so high here as 
well nigh to bankrupt a visitor. 


Mexico could grow more wheat than 


Minnesota, Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Missouri, and in the teira tempUda on 
the central table lands tno crops of wheat 
aie grown every twelve months, yot 
wheat flour is thirty dollars a barrel in the 
City of Mexico. Theie is enough gracing 
land in Mexico in all seasons to support 
10,000,000 head of cattle, aud cons seem 
to ;be plentiful; jet 
butter in these 


streets sells at a dollar a pound. 


The food of the poorer classes consists 


of beans and coinmeal baked, and they 
protect themselves from sunstrokes by a
